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At akout 9 aom, on 19 July 1950 the unloading of bombs from 23 boxcars 
was started at the Dallgow (N 53/2 65) railroad station, The same train 
included three flatcars, each loaded with three crates suitable for the 
shipping of aircraft engines, and two freight cars Loaded with bores 
marked with a red cross. A canvas-covered vehicle was also unloaded from 
the train, The following mtor vehicle numbers were observed on trucks 
which carried the material unloaded to the Staaken (N 53/2 65) airfields

of four units. It is believed that each squadron is equipped with 12 aire 
craft, 1.¢. that cach regiment has 8 aircraft, probably with an additional 
headquarters flight. On the assumption that all airworthy craft participated 
in an exercise above regimental level, the operational strength of the tro 
regiments is estimated at 80 percent of the authorized strength. 

(8) From the identification markings on the aircraft, it is belioved that the 
units are the two regiments previously stationed at Doeborits.
